EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MINISTER 
Paul Martin has undertaken a 
difficult task in seeking a settle- 
ment of the problem of seating two 
Chinas in the United Nations As- 
sembly while still leaving the prob- 
lem of the rival sovereignities of 
Peking and Taipei unsolved. 
* But this may be the only way 
in which the UN membership ques- 
tion can be settled, for although Mr. 
Martin refers to the struggle of the 
‘two Chinas as a “jurisdictional dis- 
pute” it is the sort of dispute which 
up until now has appeared to be 
soluble. only through war. The case 
for sidestepping that quandary and 
setting up an interim arrangement 
for representation of both Chinese 
' regimes in the Assembly at least has 


the UN continues to deny Peking a 
seat. 3 

Mr, Martin's proposal to seat 
both governments and replace For 
mosa with Peking in the permanent 
Security Council has got nowhere 
in this UN session. The nations are 
not ready to take sides on the matter 
and the Canadian minister recog- 
nized this by advancing his case as 
a proposal rather than a resolution 
on which a vote would have to be 
taken. Much consensual diplomacy, 
as Mr. Martin calls it, will have to 
be carried out before a resolution 
may usefully be put before the As- 
sembly. 

The Italian plan—to form a com- 
mittee to study the whole question 
and report tq next year’s session— 
may be of some assistance, ‘but it 


The Peking-Taipei conflict may 
not be one that can be settled within 
the lifetime of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. And even if the National- 
ist government and army were to 
pass away, there would still remain 
the basic question of whether For- 
mosa should be permitted to achieve 
its own independence, under For- 
miosans, or become the possession 
of mainland China which the Com- 
munists insist is its rightful status. 
It is therefore sensible to seek a 
UN seat for Red China—for this 
has taken on urgency now that 
Peking is a nuclear power — by 
avoiding the long delay a Formosa 
settlement will require. 

Mr. Pearson has added weight to 
the Canadian position by hinting at 
a move to recognize Red China if 


could also be used as a method of 
shelving the matter indefinitely. A 
somewhat similar proposal advanced 
by Canada in 1950 died without 
action being taken. And, of course, 
there is always Peking’s unrelenting 
attitude of contempt and rejection in 
regard to all suggestions that a seat 
be offered. 

But in the welter of words and 
stalling one point emerges and 
should not be lost sight of. Canada 
has at last taken a stand on the 
admittance of Red China not only 
to the Assembly but to the influ- 
ential Security Council. It is a.posi- 
tive stand, and it is at variance 
with United States policy. The effect 
at the moment is probably nil. But 
at least—and at last—we are on the 
record.

The program of the Greater Vie- 
toria Water Board will eventually 
provide service for the whole penin- 
sula. The more customers the board 
serves, the larger its volume of bulk 
sales and the higher the return from 
a source of supply which is ade- 
quate, with improvements, to meet 
the needs of half a million people. 


If North Saanich were in a posi- 
tion to finance a pipeline to its 
border at a cost of between $2 and 
$3 million—in addition to financing 
a retail distribution system and pay- 
ing for bulk water—it could draw 
on the Greater Victoria supply as 
soon as the present Sooke tunnel 
is finished, presumably in late 
1970, and the main to the border 
is built. Costs of such a project, 
involving financing the main and 
buying wholesale water, have been 
roughly estimated at $125 a year per 


household in North Saanich for a 
term up to 25 years. 

If, on the other hand, customers 
who have invested about $12 mil- 
lions in the system since the Greater 
Victoria board was established in 
1949, were required to carry the 
costs through an increase in water 
rates, that increase could amount 
to about 35 per cent of the present 
wholesale charge. And the present 
customers, the people, who have 
financed the system to date, would 
be bearing about 96 per cent of the 
load. . 

The alternative, phasing, would 
take probably four or five years 
longer, but would promise great 
economies for North Saanich. The 
economies would arise as the needs 
of Saanich municipality, already a 
customer and board member, were 
met according to the present blue- 
print. 

The plan gives priority to 
Gordon Head and the Ten Mile Point 
area, after which services will be 
extended to the eastern part of the 
district as built-up areas expand. 
Extension of the big main will then 
proceed northward to the Elk Lake 
region—all of this to be paid for out 
of the general revenue of the whole 
system. At that point in develop- 


ment the main would be nearly two- 


thirds of the way to North Saanich, 
and the cost of the final extension 
would be more nearly within the 
reach of the prospective customers 
in that municipality. 


This appears to be the most _ uch damage done. But in both Edmon-_

Of the Proton 


What does a proton look 
like? 


Ever since this sub-atomic ° 


particle was discovered by 
Britain’s Lord Rutherford in 
1919, scientists have specu- 
lated that the proton was a 
single layer of mass and 
positive electrical charge, 
more or less centered at the 
heart of the hydrogen atom. 

It is still the positively 
charged nucleus of the hydro- 
gen atom, says a Team of 
University of Michigan physi- 
cists in the current issue of 
the magazine “Physical Re- 
view Letters,”’ But it is not a 
single layer of anything. 

Instead, they suggest, a 
proton looks a little like an 
oinion, with two or three 
layers of mass and electrical 
charge, one placed on top of 
the other. 

In reaching their conclusion, 
Professors Alan D. Krisch and 
Cari W. Akerlof used the huge 
12.5 billion electron volt accel- 
erator at Chicago’s Argonne 
National Laboratory to slam 
protons into one another every

There were many sceptics 
when 17-year-old Elizabeth 
Chinnick, a student at the Uni- 
versity of Victoria, was ap- 
pointed director of the men's 
and women’s cholr at Centen- 
nial United Church. 

That scepticism is fast dis- 
appearing. 

Short, fair-haired Miss Chin- 
nick has a grasp of music and 
an ability to put her ideas 
across that is far boyd her 
years.

Death Cheated by a Bouncing Ridé

Sixteen miles outside the 
hot, teeming city of Calcutta, 
India, lies the Swadesh Bhasu 
Hospital. 


Its patients are women and - 


children who come mostly 
from the surrounding rural 
areas on the steaming coastal 
plain. 

They arrive at the hospital 
on foot or by oxcart, some- 
times brought by a relative or 
friend, quite ofter alone. 

Their illnesses cover nearly 
the whbdle range of tropical 
diseases, and they have some 
thai are found in temperate 
climates, such as tuberculosis 
and starvation 

The Swadesh Bhasu Hospi- 
tal, like many others in over- 
erowded_ India, has an in- 
credibly ‘Yong waiting list. 


Staff and equipment are at 
a premium, and the hospital's 
finances are on a shoestring. 

So when hospital directors 
decided they needed to extend 
their service to rural patients 
but. had no money for it, the 
Unitarian Service\.\Committee 
stepped in. 

With money donated by 
Canadians to funds such as 
the Times’ Share with Asian 
Children Fund, the USC pro- 
vided a jeep for the, hospital. 

Twice weekly it bounces 
over thoroughfares and back- 
roads carrying a specialist, 
sometimes two, ‘a nurse and 
medical equipment to outlying 
areas, 

The specialists, who come 
from Calcutta to make their 
rounds, find their services are 


much in need. So much so 
that if they made the trip 
daily, they probably stil] could 
not treat all the people who 
need medical: care. 

But the jeep helps. 

Ask the little girl whose 


running sores cover her body. 
Or the ridden grand- 
mother. 


Or the man who cannot 
support his wife and seven 
children because he has TB. 

Without the jeep, made 
possible by kind- 
ness, they would be far more 
miserable. 

So would ‘thousands of other 
Indians who live .in_ the 
Swadesh Bhasu Hospifal area,
